MEMORANDUM. 

Defendant pleaded guilty to breaking and entering an occupied dwelling, MCL 
750.110; MSA 28.305. The trial court sentenced him to imprisonment for five to fifteen years.

We decline to review this issue 
because defendant has already served his minimum sentence and the issue is therefore moot.  People v
